Storm Warnings Issued 
to Coast Shipping; 


Trains Delayed. 


Washington, August 25.—Before 
another midnight the hurricane which 
has been bearing down upon the 
Louisiana coasts for the last twelve 
hours, may swing to the northeast- 
ward tearing its way to the Atlantic 
across the lower southern states. 
Storm warnings issued here tonight 
at 10 o'clock described the movements 
of the hurricane as passing inland 
near and slightly east of Morgan 
City, La.. moving north-northeast- 
ward, attended by dangerous shifting 
winds. Mississippi and Alabama are 
experiencing heavy gales on the coast. 
If the hurricane does not spend it- 
self in the next twenty-four hours, 
weather bureau experts here believe it 
will change its direction, swinging al- 
most directly eastward toward Fior- 
‘da. Whether the storm will have 
sufficient force left to do damage 
along the route, experts were not 
able to foresee tonight, because of the 
lack of complete detailed reports. 
American Red Cross officials here 
are standing by closely tonight, watch- 
ing every report from the storm area,

As 
soon as a customer entered the front 
door he was put under guard. Be- 
fore the bandits left all victims were 
orcered into the vault and the door 
closed.

DAMAGE IS WROUGHT 


¥ LOUISIANA STORM. 
ds ee Orleans, August 25.—One 


man was dead and heavy winds were 
ripadly disabling communication in 
this section tonight as a tropical storm 
moved upon the Louisiana coast from 
Gulf of Mexico. 

‘The first casualty of the storm, 
he center of which has not yet reach- 
ed land, was a fisherman, who lost his 
life in Lake Pontchartrain, whipped 
to a fury by the wind. 

Tulane Building Destroyed. 

Fire, which broke out during the 
early hours of the storm tonight, 
completely destroyed the chemistry 
building of Tulane university, one of 
the largest institutions of its kind 
in the south. ‘The blaze threatened 
other structures on the campus b-ivre 
firemen, overcoming a handicap of 
heavy winds and rain, extinguished it. 

The cause of the fire has not been 
determined. 

Tulane universify is located in a 
center of an exclusive residential sec- 
tion of the city. When the fire broke 
out, fanned by a wind of gale force, 
a conflagration was feared. 

Reports from Morgan .City, where 
the wind thus far has reached its 
j highest, velocity, said several hous 
had been unroofed, wires blown down, 
but no persons had been injured. 

The wind. was increasing in inten- 
sity: tonight-and darkness brought 
anxiety to residents in the path of the 
storm. “Torrential rains, which be 
gan falling early today, heralded the 
approach of the tropical disturbance 
Roads were made impassable and 
rail traffic was delayed.

COTTON YIELD GUESSING. 
There is a sound and thoughtful 
communication on -this page from 
John D. Taylor, prominent © manu- 
facturer of Chattooga county, on 
the federal encouragement of cot- 
ton gambling, through its so-called 
“yield estimates,” and its lack of 
proper control of speculative trad- 
ing as relating to actual activities. 
Mr. Taylor voices The Constitu- 
tion’s often expressed opinions on 
the same subject. He sees in the 
“guesses” as to possible production, 
during a growing season, no real 
constructive service to either the 
producer or the consumer, but 4 
method of upsetting market stabil- 
ity, and pitting the opposing specu- 
lative groups against each other in 
wild, fictitious “trading” that can 
not serve—however the price pen- 
dulum may swing—any other than 
hurtful, destructive purpose. 

There have been nine “guesses” 
as to the 1926 cotton production 
during the past six weeks. They 
have run the gauntlet of a 2,000,- 
000-bale spread. None of them are 
reliable. It is impossible to make 
them so, as cotton crops have been 
‘made and destroyed in the last 15 
days.of a growing season. Then 
why issue such guesses simply to 
Stimulate the “bulls” and “bears” 
to either “buy” or ‘“‘sell’’—not real 
cotton, but future contracts with- 
out any Serious intent of making or 
demanding deliveries? 

The Constitution has repeatedly 
urged congress to eliminate these 
crop estimates at periods of the 
growing season when common sense 
should teach there could be no de- 
pendability placed in them. The 
bureau of statistics can find many 
things to do of constructive value

But mere guesses as to the crop 
yield, before the bolls have even be- 
gun to form, or during the critical 
period that either rains could stim- 
ulate the weevil or drouth could re- 
tard fruitage, are not only foolish, 
but vicious. Again The Constitu- 
tion urges congress to revise this 
reporting system so that farmers 
Shall not he footballed all over the 
cotton exchanges to satisfy the 
speculative appetites of the millions 
of men and women who trade in 
cotton futures. 

Mr. Taylor suggests that the man 
who sells cotton on the exchange 
ought to be made to deliver the 
actual cotton that he sells—and not 
beat around the bush as is now pos- 
Sible under our weak exchange laws. 

The places for this actual deliy- 
ery should be distributed through- 
out the belt. Mr. Taylor suggests 
Dallas, Galveston and Houston in 
the southwest and Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah in the southeast. The Con- 
Stitution has repeatedly urged this. 
By decentralizing cotton, taking the 
provided deliveries away from New 
York and New Orleans exclusively, 
the problem of delivering actual 
cotton sold in the exchange pits 
would be regulated automatically. 
The present law is simply a subter- 
fuge—providing in one paragraph 
a mandate and in another a condi- 
tion that automatically nullifies that 
mandate. Congress has sought to 
fool the farmers with this law. It 
plays both ends to a political 
middle. 

Mr. Taylor is correct in all of 
his contentions, and his views ought 
to arouse the conscience of con- 
gress to an imperative duty in soly- 
ing these matters.

County Unit System 
Salvation of Incompetents

Editor Constitution: Our cham- 
pion guessers are out again today 
with more guesses at the cotton crop! 
The guesses come like punps—in litters 
—always three to the litter. This time 
they say we are dead sure going to 
make 15,248,000 bales, or we may 
make only 14,800,000, and then agein 
we may make 16,221,000 bales. 

This makes nine guesses at the 
present crop within the last six weeks, 
and of course, as always, prices are 
again upset. For heaven's sake! Can't 
we get our lawmakers to do some- 
thing? There is a lot pertaining to 
this cotton business they ought to in- 
vestigate. They should regulate our 
bureau so that it will give the country 
the needed information and stop right 
there. The bureau should give us the 


tions, trade conditions and the world’s 


‘needs, but avoid speculative estimates 


relative to yield—at least until later 
in the season, and after accumulated 
facts make possible a trustworthy es- 
timate, 

Another thing our lawmakers should 
smell into a little is our cotton ex- 
changes. The man who sells cotton on 
the exchange ought to deliver what 
Cot- 
ton sold on the exchange is based on 
middlings, but the seller has the right 
to tender higher than middling and 
charge the difference in price, or can 
deliver a much lower grade—down to 
“dog-tails’ and the buyer must take 
what is tendered, and. the rules of 
the exchange make it just as incon- 
venient, expensive and undesirable as 
possible to take the actual. 

They keep a few thousand bales of 
sorry cotton in New York, which they 
have had so long, and have tendered 
80 much they have worn it slick, and 
that is the stuff they poke at the 
buyer, and of course he doesn’t want 
it, and he sells out hie contract—just 
what they want him to do. 

The operators of the cotton ex- 
changes do not want any reformation 
of the guessing bureau. When prices 
are listless and fluctuate within nar- 
row limits, trading is dull, but let a 
government estimate come out and 
prices go to jumping up and down, 
the longs and shorts get seared and 
trading picks up and the brokers do 
business. 

Another thing that our lawmakers 
should see about is the place of de- 
livery of the cotton that is sold on the 
exchanges. The New York and New 
Orleans exchanges regulate the mar- 
ket of the whole crop and the cotton 
sold there in a year is many times 
the amount produced that year. If 
you want to: take the actual cotton 
you buy, you must go there to get it, 
Now, all our cotton is grown in the 
south, and the greater portion of it 
is now used in the south and it should 
be sold on the exchanges for delivery 


| at certain convenient southern cotton 


centers, as Dallas, Galveston and 
Housion in the west and Atlanta and 
Sayannah in the east. Why pay 
freight on it to and from New York? 
If this arrangement were made it 
would do for cotton just what the 
Federal Reserve bank has done for 
money—decentralize it. 

Cotton is a commodity—so is money 
a commodity. Prior to the establish- 
ment of the Federal Reserve bank the 
New York banks had a grip on all 
the money of the country, and could 
bring about depressions and panics at 
will but now the commodity, money, 
is distributed, or can be quickly dis- 
tributed to all sections. he money 
can be decentralized and a shortage 
prevented in any quarter, just as was 
done a short time ago in Cuba.

But decency became aroused and 
revolted against the notorious condi- 
tions that were shaming the city 
far and wide. Good men who wanted 
law enforcement and publie security 
got together and declared that the 
crimimal orgy must come to an end. 

Wien the opportune time came 
they went to the governor and de- 
manded of him the appointment of a 
judge cad a solicitor general who 
could command public confidence and 
be depended upon to enforce the 
laws. 

They named Honorable John L. 
Hopkins for the judgeship and Cap- 
tain van P. Howell to be solicitor 
general, and they were duly appointed. 

The underworld then was of the 
opinion that it was the upperworld 
and did not get visibly excited by 
the looks of the new officials “up 
on the hill” where the courthouse 
stood.

“Hell’s Broke Loose in Atlanta.” 

But right quickly they began to 
step high and holler ‘Hell's broke 
loose in Atlanta!” which was a hu- 
morous solecism, and things were to 
work the other way. Hell was to be 
driven out and down from Atlanta. 

Judge Hopkins was an east. Ten- 
nessean who had- become an Atlantan 
in eonsequence of the-war ‘between 
the states. He was a deeply learned 
lawyer and intense moral sentiments. 
He was built on the Roman model 
and of strong Roman materials. His 
conscience was non-elastic and his 
will inflexible. He bent his knee 
only to God and justice.

He, with 
his famous battery, had stood above 
Peachtree creek, as did Horatius on 
the old Roman bridge, in defense of 
the city. He was an able lawyer and 
tried legislator. And he was of so 
genial nature that even the sports 
declared him “a jolly good fellow” and 
not greatly to be feared. But what a 
rude and painful awakening that 
bunch got! : 

Captain Howell was actually the 
only man I have ever known who 
could laugh a rascal through a jury- 
box into the chain-gang and make a 
murderer believe his trial somewhat 
of “a joke” until Judge Hopkins sen- 
tenced him to be hanged by the neck 
until dead!

Crime Can Be Curbed. 

Why am I recalling all that past 
history? Simply to inform present 
Atiantans that crime can be curbed, 
cribbed and confined to a practically 
irreducible minimum.

The average 
condition of Georgia cotton was 56 per
